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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/17/2008 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 32-35 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

The originally claimed invention (classified 424/642) and the new claims 32-35 
(classified 514/474) are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not claim a solution that is a concentrated ascorbic acid 
solution or pH of about 2 to about 2.5. The subcombination has separate utility as a concentrated 
ascorbic acid solution as evidenced by claims 32-35. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
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present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 
invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. Traversal must be presented in reply to the present office action to 
be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement will result in the loss of 
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right to petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are added after the election, applicant must 
indicate which of these claims are readable on the elected invention. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence 
or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 32-35 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Although item nos. 64-71 have been lined through on the PTO-1449 accompanying the 
IDS filed 7/17/2008, the Examiner did consider the same. Said items were lined through 
because it would be improper to cite them on the front page a patent as they refer to documents 
which are not open to the public - office actions and amended claims in applications which are 
either currently being prosecuted or abandoned and not otherwise open to the public, for 
example, as a priority application in an application which has been issued as a patent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-8, 10-12, 15-18, 21, 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-12, 15-18, 21, 23-25 requires that "at 
least 10% of the ascorbic acid is provided in the composition as a concentrated ascorbic acid 
solution". There is no support for said limitation as the Specification (Page 6, lines 30-32, Page 
7, lines 1-16) requires that the concentrated ascorbic acid solution is prepared separately and be 
at least about 20% (w/v) ascorbic acid. As such, since water is contained in the composition in 
addition to the concentrate aqueous ascorbic solution, the ascorbic acid that was provided by the 
concentrated ascorbic acid solution is no longer in the concentrated ascorbic acid solution and 
there is no indication from the Specification that any concentration of concentrated ascorbic acid 
can be used other than as indicated above. 

Claims 1, 3-8, 10-12, 15-18, 21, 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear how "at least 10%> of the ascorbic acid is provided in the composition as a 
concentrated ascorbic acid solution" when the all of the ascorbic acid is part of a composition 
which also contains water which not part of the concentrated ascorbic acid solution. Since the 
water and concentrated ascorbic acid solution are mixed together the ascorbic acid provided the 
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concentrated ascorbic acid solution is no longer part of the same but is dispersed throughout the 
composition.
